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Gossip From Old Guernsey Island 


HE German Occupation has had 

the effect of uniting the Guern- 

sey farmers as no power of per- 
suasion ever succeeded in doing before 
the war. At an Extraordinary Gene- 
ral Meeting of the Royal Guernsey 
Agricultural and Horticultural Society 
held last week a crowded house, repre- 
sentative of all grades and classes of 
farmers, met to discuss the future of 
the Island’s cattle industry. 


Though united in body, however, it 
by no means follows that the farmers 
see eye to eye today any more than 
they did in those remote pre-war years. 
This was noticeable during the discus- 
sion on the advisability of immediate 
sales of cattle for export. 


The view of the Island authorities is 
that any reduction in the number of 
milch cows would be felt in the yield of 
milk for the islanders, whose numbers 
are now being rapidly increased each 
week by repatriated evacuees. Further 
the 23,000 or so residents who remain- 
ed on Guernsey during the Occupation 
require all the good milk they can get 
in order to build up their health again. 


The ration of whole milk has been 
raised to two and one-half pints per 
head weekly, in four deliveries, two of 
three-quarter pint and two of one-half 
pint, with practically unlimited sup- 
plies of separated milk on alternate 
days, but this may not be practicable 
during the winter, and a reduction will 
be inevitable if the source of supply is 
allowed to decline. 


Another point is that Guernsey is 
entirely without any r-serve of butter, 
thanks to our recent visitors who 
cleaned out the stocks at the dairy 
when they saw their end approaching, 
and although the British Government 
has offered to help with supplies, it 
cannot be expected to do so in order 
to allow the farmer to sell'his stock. 
Again, there is the question of re- 
stocking Alderney when that island is 
once more habitable, for which Guern- 
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sey will, of course, have to supply the 
animals. 

Some of the farmers, while admitting 
all these points, thought differently. 
They argued that there appeared to be 
a ready market at present with good 
prices, and that if this was taken ad- 
vantage of the money would be avail- 
able to reinvest in stock, manures, re- 
pairs and rebuilding. The opinion 
was expressed that if immediate sales 
were not permitted the opportunity 
might pass altogether. 

The feeling of the meeting was that 
farmers should be allowed to export 
freely all animals except heifer calves 
under 10 months. : 

The practical friendship of cattle 
breeders all over the world for the 
home of the Guernsey breed was again 
demonstrated at the same meeting 
when Jurat Ernest de Garis, Honorary 
Secretary of the R. G. A. & H. Society, 
read a considerable amount of corres- 
pondence received by the Bailiff of the 
Island. Most generous offers of help 
were made by many old friends of the 
breed as well as by some new ones. 
These included The American Guern- 
sey Cattle Club, Mr. Alfred Campbell 
of U. S. A., and the English Guernsey 
Cattle Society. 

The objects of the committee of 
well-known breeders formed by The 
American Guernsey Cattle Club ate 
quite overwhelming in their generosity, 
and everyone present was deeply 
touched by the spontaneous good-will 
which had prompted their action. It is 
a matter for pride, however, that the 
Guernsey farmer is not in such a condi- 
tion that he is obliged to accept help, 
but when his brother from Alderney 
returns to take up the plough again it 
will be a different story. 

A further point on which some far- 
mers differed from the authorities was 
that of retaining the oats grown by 
them for the use of their own horses. 
Under a recent Ordinance of the Royal 
Court, all grain must be threshed under 


supervision and delivered to the States 
of Guernsey who will pay for it at a 
rate not exceeding 5% dollars per 112 
pounds, according to quality, the own- 
er being allowed to retain 15 per cent 
of his crop of oats and 7% per cent of 
all other cereals. 

For thus ensuring an equitable ra- 
tion of our own products the English 
agricultural authorities have agreed to 
allow us a quota of those feeding stuffs 
which we cannot produce locally. The 
amount of these is 700 tons which is to 
last until October. 

At the time of writing the military 
regime which was imposed on the 
Island for 90 days aftér the Liberation 
is still in force, but though this period 
is now drawing to a close, there will be 
work for many a day yet for those 
branches of the Service whose duty it 
is to clear the Island of unexploded 
bombs and ammunition, and to free us 
from the entangling masses of barbed 
wite which surround us and make 
much of our country unapproachable. 

Some farmers are already becoming 
impatient of the restrictions which are 
placed upon them for their own pro- 
tection. Certain people are getting - 
careless and taking risks, and already 
one case of a child being killed and 
several others injured through playing 
with unexploded ammunition has been 


recorded. During the Occupation 


_ there were at least three occasions when 


inquests were held on persons who had 
deliberately penetrated heavily guard- 
ed minefields, although conspicuously 
labelled as dangerous, in order to gath- 
er rabbit-food or shell-fish. It is diffi- 
cult to control the possessors of such a 
mentality. 

However slow rehabilitation may 
seem to those not directly engaged in 
it, the farmers of Sark are not losing 
any time in their efforts to return to 
their normal way of life. Already 
they have held their first Liberation 
Cattle Show, with no less than 70 en-

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LATE beloved professor in an 
eastern agricultural college used 
to tell his classes that nothing 

stimulated the milk production of a 
cow quite so much as the birth of her 
calf. 

It is not surprising, therefore, that 
an unsatisfactory calf birth-rate has 
led to decreased milk production on 
many dairy farms. A lowering of the 
birth-rate is usually directly related to 
breeding troubles in the dams. Dairy 
cows are particularly susceptible to 
breeding troubles, and not without 
good reason. 

Most female animals are required to 
give only enough milk to get their 
babies started in life, but with the 
cow it is a different story. For hun- 
dreds of generations she has been 
developed for the production of more 
and more milk. Much of her natural 
resistance to disease has been lost in 
the process of development. It is not 
unusual, then, that the best cows seem 
to be most subject to breeding troubles. 
Granted that development for milk 
production is the fundamental cause 
of most breeding troubles, there are 
other more commonly blamed causes. 
Let’s take a look at reproduction as 
related to cows. 

Perhaps it is best to start at the be- 
ginning and review a bit. - A normal 
breeding and subsequent conception 
of a cow may be compared to planting 
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a seed. Two seeds, really; one being 
the egg or ovum from the cow, and 
the other being the spermatozoon 
from the bull. 

In the normal course of events, an 
ovum is released from one of the 
ovaries some time after service. The 
thousands of sperm from the testicles 
of the bull are scattered in the vagina 
of the cow at breeding time. These 
travel through the cervix into the 
uterus, and on up the uterine tubes 
given off at the two ends of the uterus. 
Somewhere in. the proper tube, a 
single spermatozoon finds the egg, and 
penetrates it. This is called fertilization 
and the union of these two seeds is the 
earliest beginning of a calf. The fer- 
tilized egg continues on down the 
uterine tube to the uterus. Here it 
implants itself in the wall of the uterus, 
and grows into a calf capable of living 
in the outside world, at which time it 
is born. 

That is what happens normally, 
when the seeds are strong and healthy, 
and there is a favorable environment 
throughout the genital tract. Now 
for a consideration of the factors that 
may prevent such a normal course of 
events, the aggregation of causes that 
result in so-called ‘‘breeding troubles.” 
Cows that are subject to such troubles 
may be divided into three classes. 

Probably the largest class is made up 
of cows that show regular heat periods, 


but do not conceive when bred. Next 
in matter of size is the group that 
shows irregular heat periods, and also 
fails to conceive when bred. And 
finally, there is the group that shows 
no heat periods at all. Let us look at 
these groups in order, and see what 
the causes may be. 

A cow that comes in heat regularly, 
but fails to conceive, may be inflicted 
with trichomonad infection. Or it may 
be that either the sperm or the ovum is 
too weak and under-developed to 
concur in normal fertilization. Or it is 
possible that closure of the uterine 
tubes at some point may prevent the 
meeting of the sperm and ovum. Or 
closure of the cervix may prevent the 
sperm from even entering the uterus. 

A diseased condition may be pre- 
sent in the uterus or vagina, resulting 
in pus or secretions fatal to the seeds. 
Yeasts, molds, or bacteria may be 
responsible for the diseased condition. 
Again, failure to conceive may be due 
merely to early or late release of the 
ovum in regard to the time of breeding. 
Best results are secured when the cow 
is bred 10 to 12 hours before the egg is 
released from the ovary. 

Refrerences to herd records may 
show troubles like retained afterbirth 
at a previous calving. Troubles of 
this nature often result in the destruc- 
tion of all or parts of the lining of 
the uterus. Such a condition would 
make the carrying of a full term calf 
highly improbable in the naked area 
of the uterus, and may be severe 
enough to even prevent conception.

In Advanced Register testing, every milking is weighed 
and a test for butter fat is made monthly. The per cent of 
butter fat in the milk is found by applying the Babcock method 
to an accurate sample of each milking of a cow for a period of 
twenty-four hours. A preliminary milking is required. 

In Herd Improvement testing, the production of milk and 
butter fat is based on the results of a monthly, twenty-four 
hour test, without preliminary milking. Report of milk 
weights from the owner is not required. ll registered cows 


in the herd must be tested year after year.

breeders who contemplate testing their cows for entry in either 
the Advanced Register Division or in the Guernsey Herd 


Improvement Division. 


The following information is given

Twenty-one years ago we had sold 
our herd of registered Holsteins and 
were living on an acreage on the east 
edge of Lincoln for the purpose of cor- 
recting a serious health problem. Our 
two sons were becoming of 4-H Club 
age and there had been some discussion 
of getting calves for their Club pro- 
ject. One day they came home from 
the State Fair and said, ‘“‘Dad, we saw 
some real cattle today—Guernseys, 
and they are what we want for our 
Club project.’”” It seems that my good 
friend, Jack Ralston, who was at our 
Fair with the Wisconsin State herd, dis- 
covered that these two interested lads 
were the Liebers boys and proceeded 
to take special pains to show them 
some of his fine calves. He evidently 
did a good job and we are deeply in- 
debted to him. This experience has 
always impressed me of the importance 
and opportunity of showing our herds 
and demonstrating the merits of our 
breed to any interested boy or girl who 
comes along. The results may be 
really worth while and far-reaching. 

In 1923 our first two Club calves 
were purchased. Both were sired by 
a son of Don. Lorenzo of Linda Vista 
and out of good cow families. These 
calves later became the foundation for 
the Skyline herd. By 1933 the Club 
projects and the additional founda- 
tion females pu chased had grown to 
34 head. We then purchased an 80 
acre farm located four miles south of 
Lincoln on paved Highway No. 77 and 
on an electric power-line. Although 
it was badly run down, we had to pay 
plenty for it but bought it a// on credit. 
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Experiences in Breeding 


Talk Given Before the Missouri Guernsey Breeders 


By O. H. Liebers 


Fellow breeders, that is what is meant 
by “‘starting from scratch.”’ 

At the very beginning we accepted 
as a challenge so to manage our herd 
that it would each year show a profit 
from the production of milk and also 
show definite progress in herd build- 
ing. So far, we have made it pay 
every year. 

How clearly we remember, during 
the first eight years, when so much of 
the income had to go for improve- 
ments, needed equipment and ad- 
ditional land, that on more than one 
occasion we pondered how we were 
going to meet some of the expenses, 
or where the money for the next herd 
bull was coming from. 

I can assure you such experiences are 
a great stimulant for good manage- 
ment. They make it necessary to 
treat the herd as a manufacturing unit 
and get the highest total production 
with the lowest possible feed and labor 
cost. Every cow must do her part. 
It does not encourage selective testing 
or giving special care to secure high 
individual production. The goal is 
maximum and profitable production 
for the entire herd year after year. 

Today Skyline consists of five tracts 
of land of 400 acres with four com- 
plete sets of improvements and a herd 
of 120 registered Guernseys. And we 
own it. 

My observation of a number of suc- 
cessul livestock breeders is that they 
all have about the same earmarks. 
They all have a natural love of good 
livestock and either are gifted with a 
keen eye for judging or have acquired 
it by hard work and practice. All are 
close students of their breed and the 
methods and success of fellow top- 
flight breeders. They all have cour- 
age, patience and tolerance. It takes 
a strong heart to come up smiling after 


the many disappointments of a breed- 
er. 

I know of no other business or pro- 
fession that requires as much patience 
and tolerance as does the breeding of 
good livestock. For instance, in buy- 
ing a herd bull, it may take a year or 
even longer of close study and consid- 
erable expense in travel to make the 
selection and then you have to wait at 
least five or six years to prove his worth. 
None of the bulls accomplish what we 
hope for and statistics show many 
failures. Perhaps that is one of the 
reasons why the average, life of a 
breeder of pure bred livestock is only 
about six years. 

The success road of a breeder is be- 
set with many trials and heartbreaks, 
but there is nothing so reassuring as to 
have your herd continually on a profit- 
able producing basis. There are times 
in the life of every breeder when that 
alone can mean the difference between 
quitting or continuing on to better | 
days. 

The greatest satisfaction of any 
breeder comes from achievement in 
the improvement of his own herd or a 
contribution to the breed. I am sure 
we all get a greater thrill and more sat- 
isfaction from the knowledge of ani- 
mals making good that we have bred 
and sold than from the money origin- 
ally received. 

A breeder should study carefully 
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and master the correct type and char- 
acteristics of his breed, especially the 
following desirable features, such as a 
strong, clean-cut head with large muz- 
zle, prominent eye, long, thin neck, 
sharp shoulders, strong heart girth, 
strong, straight back, long, level rump 
with good width between the pins, a 
deep, well-sprung rib, flat bones, 
straight legs and good feet, and a well 
attached udder of desirable shape, size 
and quality with good teats, well plac- 
ed. These characteristics should be 
so thoroughly fixed in his. mind that 
they automatically become a shadow 
outline in front of any animal being 
observed and show up clearly its de- 
fects and strong: points. 

There is little chance for a breeder to 
improve his herd unless he can recog- 
nize and weigh carefully the faults in 
his own cattle. 

It is essential to be familiar with the 
outstanding individuals and cow fami- 
lies and the performance of the great 
bulls that have made and are making 
breed history. It means more than 
the knowledge of a few high records 
and the number of A. R. sons and 
daughters. It requires digging into 
the history of the breed and knowing 
the kind of individuals they were and 
their influence on the breed, either 
good or bad. This can be accomplish- 
ed through contact with other breeders, 
reading available literature, and espe- 
cially by studying the Guernsey Breed- 
ers’ Journal. It is surprising how much 
breed information can be acquired by 
studying the breeding programs un- 
folded by the successful breeders in 
their Journal advertisements, coupled 
with the performance of the test cows 
through the monthly credits. 

The Guernsey field-men are a great 
source of help and guidance. I, per- 
sonally, owe much to them and have a 
high regard for their work. 

Visiting other breeders is most val- 
uable. A tolerant breeder who can 
see good in other fellows’ cattle and 
methods will gain much from their suc- 
cess. 

Testing for production pays dividends. 
Many breeders say they can’t afford to 
test or want to wait until their herd is 
in tip-top condition, or something. 
My answer is that no breeder can suc- 
ceed without testing. It puts value 
into our cattle. 
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There are two testing programs. 
One is the selective testing and the 
other is testing every cow every year, 
regardless of what her condition may 
be,—but ‘est, even if it is only in the 
D. H. 1. A. We have used the A. R. 
herd test, and for the past 10 years 
have also tested our entire herd in the 
D.H.I.A., but all our A. R. herd test- 
ing is with preliminary milking. We 
prefer records with preliminary milk- 
ing and consider them essential in 
building a breeding herd. However, 
we value the D. H. I. A. as a supple- 
mental test to guide us in our herd 
management. 

These two forms of concurrent rec- 
ords have brought out several interest- 
ing facts. First, there is very little 


difference in the amounts of the A. R.° 


and our D. H. I. A. records. There 
are a few more instances where the 
D. H. I. A. records are slightly higher, 
but there are also a number of cases 
where the A. R. records are higher. 
We find the D. H. I. A. records of val- 
ue in our local sales but note that at 
the larger consignment sales they re- 
ceive very little attention. It seems 
that the smaller breeders know more 
about the D. H. I. A. records and many 
have a notion that the A. R. records 
are forced records. On the other 
hand, it appears that some of the lead- 
ing breeders are overlooking the merits 
and value to their own use of the D. H. 
I. A. as a supplemental test. The 
value of these records are cumulative 
and their greatest service is in profit- 
able herd management. 

There is considerable confused think- 
ing on this matter of testing. With 
very few exceptions, A. R. records are 
not forced, and the D. H. I. A. records 
are what a breeder makes them. I be- 
lieve they could be made more popu- 
lar and more useful if no monthly or 
yearly averages were published. There 
is a tendency for some breeders to test 
only when the herd is right and will 
make a good record for publication, 
rather than to use the test in their man- 
agement in building a long-time 
breeding program. We have tested 
A. R. for 17 years and are on our 11th 
year of D. H. I. A. Our experience 
with A. R. records is that they are ac- 
curate, well supervised and correctly 
analyzed and interpreted at the Peter- 
borough office. 


There isn’t much to a herd test if 
you are just going to board and pay the 
tester and take only a casual glance at 
the month’s results. In every herd 
there is food for several hours of con- 
centrated study of the month’s results 
after the tester completes his work. We 
like to examine the records and check 
the performance of the individual 
cows, the families and all the daughters 
of each bull represented in the herd and 
observe the general trends. We find 
occasion to refer to the records many 
times between tests. One gets out of 
testing just about what he puts into 
the records in the way of thought and 
analysis. 

Our 10 consecutive years in the D. 
H. I. A. show that our first year herd 
average was 348.2 lbs. fat, the second 
year, 349.3, the third year, 379.2, and 
the fourth year, 420.3, and since then 
we have always been well over 400 Ibs., 
with the last seven years averaging 
440.4 lbs. fat for an average of a 55 cow 
herd. This we find is profitable per- 
formance. 

We start all heifers on A. R. test as 
they freshen, regardless. We have no 
high individual records, but have a 
number of cows with their first five 
and six consecutive lactations averag- 
ing over 600 lbs. fat, and a few with 10 
consecutive lactations averaging be- 
tween 450 and 500 lbs. fat, and this 
with a great deal of twice a day milking. 

At least half of our cows are started 
each year on three-time milking and 
after several months drop many back 
to two-time milking. While this cuts 
down some of our individual records, 
it increases our milk production and 
our profit for the herd as a unit. 

We, too, would like to have higher 
individual records and certainly value 
and appreciate the excellent high rec- 
ords some of our breeders are making. 
It demonstrates the maximum perfor- 
mance of our breed and helps all of us. 
Those who think it is easy to make 800 
to 1000 Ib. records, let them try it. We 
have tested 18 years and our highest is 
777.7 Ibs. fat. 

The A. R. herd test definitely has its 
merits. It enables a breeder at the end 
of two years to cull individuals and at 
the end of five years to cull families. 
And, after that, it is a tremendous 
help in measuring the worth of our 
herd bulls. 
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It is quite revealing and of great 
value to be able to put a number of 
consecutive records of every daughter 
of a herd bull side by side for study. 
And, when you can do that with sev- 
eral succeeding bulls, it helps answer 
many problems. 

All of us, in planning for and study- 
ing the background of our next herd 
bull, wish we knew what the close-up 
females not listed in the Performance 
Register were capable of doing. 

Some of you may feel that the breed- 
et who A. R. Herd Tests everything is 
penalized. No doubt he is temporar- 
ily, but, if he tests every cow every 
year, he soon builds up valuable in- 
formation. There is nothing so con- 
vincing as all the evidence in a case. 

For example, Skyline’s Jubliee pro- 
duced 450.7 Ibs. fat in D. H. I. A., 
which doesn’t attract much attention 
nor arouse much enthusiasm for her 
site, but then she followed with 642.7 
—EHI, 664.4—CHI, 666.1—AA, 623.0 
—AA, a iotal for the five consecutive 
lactations of 62,942.7 lbs. milk and an 
average of 609.4 Ibs. fat, and is still go- 
ing strong. Last month on 2 x milk- 
ing she made 81.4 Ibs. fat and milked 
59 Ibs. per day. In checking back, we 
find that her dam, Skyline Slogan’s De- 
light, has seven consecutive records 
with a total of 83,080 Ibs. milk and an 
average of 519.7 lbs. fat with all but 
eight months on 2 x milking. Check- 
ing again further, we find that De- 
light’s dam, Liberty’s Gretta, has ten 
consecutive records, averaging 463 
Ibs. fat, with all but 13 months on 2 x 
milking, and with four in Triple Letter. 
Here is a three-generation cow family, 
with 22 consecutive records, averaging 
514 Ibs. fat, with 14 all 2 x milking and 
none of the balance a full 1095 milk- 
ings. 

With our herd testing program, we 
try to maintain an average calving rec- 
ord of 13 months or less for the entire 
herd. It is difficult to make a herd 
stand on its own, when the calving av- 
erage for the herd is much over 14 
months. It also permits us to feed a 
light grain ration, consisting of not to 
exceed 144% protein with eight to 10 
Ibs. of grain per day to most cows, and 
12 Ibs. the maximum. We like to get 
as much production as possible from 
roughage. We place the securing of

choice hay at the head of our feeding 
problem list. We like hay that is 
leafy, properly cured, of good flavor 
and soft, so that it is highly palatable. 

Good silage is of second importance. 
We use Atlas Sorgo silage exclusively, 
stored in trench silos. Contrary to 
general practice, our experience has 
shown that Sorgo makes the best silage 
when cut quite green, just as the lower 
part of the heads start filling and the 
upper part is still in bloom. When 
cut fine and thoroughly packed, it 
makes excellent feed. 

When not on pasture, our milking 
herd gets all the silage they will eat. 
During recent years, with hay $30 to 
$35 per ton, we have rationed our 
cows from 12 to 15 lbs. hay per day and 
with that they have consumed 40 to 45 
lbs. silage per cow per day and remain- 
ed in excellent condition. We would 
get higher production with more hay 
and less silage, but this gives us the 
most economical production. 

Selecting the herd sire requires real 
thinking and long distance planning. 
And, thinking is such a scarce com- 
modity. How most of us hate to 
think! If it were recorded by meter, 
I doubt if the average fellow would 
show more than 15 minutes construc- 
tive thinking per day. 

To evaluate adequately our present 
herd bull and to select the next one is 
unquestionably our greatest problem. 
It is important when we select our first 
bull, but it becomes increasingly more 
important each succeeding time. It 
is always well to start looking for the 
next herd bull when you buy one. 

At the outset a careful study should 
be made of the females in the herd and 
especially the strong families that will 
predominate the future herd. All 
weaknesses should be critically ana- 
lyzed,—body conformation, udders, 
butter fat test, ease of milking, regu- 
larity of reproduction, longevity, etc. 

Then, select a strongly bred bull, 
with breeding similar to your females, 
backed by a family of great cows, simi- 
lar in blood on both sides of the pedi- 
gree and out of a strong, durable breed- 
ing institution that promises a success- 
ful continuance for many years. It is 
an advantage to be able to select sires 
from a herd that can be visited often 
and embrace the opportunity to study 
the ancestry and the half-brothers and 


sisters of the bulls you are buying. At 
Skyline we make up an eight genera- 
tion pedigree, using the bull under 
consideration on the top side and a 
female in our herd that represents our 
breeding program most completely on 
the bottom side. In doing this, we 
get a clear picture of at least the last 
three bulls we have used and the new 
bull we are planning on buying. In 
making this study, we are no too much 
concerned with the high records, but 
we do want as many of the great cows 
and cow families and great sires as 
close up as possible that have definite- 
ly improved the breed. We like to see 
as many close up cows as possible that 
each have several proved daughters and 
sons. | 

Popular breeding is a big factor if you 
want to make money out of your sur- 
plus stock. 

In studying a pedigree, one is not 
apt to overlook the good factors as 
they are usually strongly propagandiz- 
ed in the pedigree. To try and find 
the weaknesses is the real coricern. Do 
not expect one bull to correct all the 
shortcomings in your herd. And 
don’t expect a bull with 800 lbs. fat 
ancestry to raise a 450 Ib. herd average 
too much. At Skyline we are quite 
content if they will hold that average of 
production and give us some of the 
other definite improvements we hope 
to effect. 

There seems to be a tendency on the 
part of many of us to judge the worth 
of a bull prematurely. One really can- 
not tell much about a bull until 10 or 
15 of his daughters, unselected, have 
completed their second lactation, and 
only then when full consideration is 
given to such factors as the female an- 
cestry, feed, management, etc. I have 
seen great harm done, unintentionally, 
to breeders by prominent and compe- 
tent men who have gone into a herd 
and seeing the first crop of producing 
daughters of a bull, under unfayorable 
conditions, such as being in the last 
stage of their lactation when they 
would show at the worst, and then 
pass the word along that that bull was 
not so hot, while if they saw these 
same daughters later under more fav- 
orable conditions they would have an 
opposite reaction. A wrong impres- 
sion can easily be made which takes 
years to correct at a high cost to the 
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I believe in the utmost tol- 
erance when passing judgment on 
another breeder’s herd bull. 

Calf raising is a very important factor 
in a successful breeding institution. 
It is necessary to raise a high percent- 
age of calves born. This is difficult 
when the housing quarters or equip- 
ment is inadequate, which is often the 
case with us smaller breeders. Com- 
mon sense, rigid sanitation, a lot of el- 
bow grease and eternal vigilance has 
to be employed overtime. 

We have been very lucky the past 
three years and are proud of the good 
work Paul is doing with our calf rais- 
ing. We have lost only three calves 
in the past 31 months out of 132 born 
and have lost none in the past 10 
months. 

High livability is the breeder’s first 
consideration, but also of great im- 
portance is the raising and developing 
of heifers into the kind of cows we 
want—cows with sufficient size, con- 
stitution and desirable conformation 
and ability to produce profitably. Dur- 
ing the lean crop years, we were at 
times too frugal with good roughage 
and later discovered that practice un- 
wise. We do not like to feed our 
heifers too much grain, especially corn. 
Our best results have been with very 
little grain and the best roughage avail- 
able. In our area, pasture is our 
greatest problem. We use Rye, Brome 
and Sudan grass. For dry lot feeding 
we depend entirely upon good Sorgo 
silage and a coarse but good quality al- 
falfa hay. We give them all of these 
two feeds they will consume. 

Briefly a few experiences in marketing 
Golden Guernsey Milk. 

Our sons built the milk business, 
starting delivering to neighbors on 
their bicycles when their fir:t Club 
heifers freshened, about 20 years ago. 
Lawrence, who is now managing it, has 
forgotten more th..n I know about it. 
He has mastered e-<ry step from milk- 
ing the cow to handing the bottle of 
GOLDEN GUERNSEY milk to the house- 
wife. 

From my observation, retail milk 
marketing in general is plain ‘‘Hell on 
Wheels.” However, marketing GOL- 
DEN GUERNSEY milk is a somewhat 
different story. First, you are selling 
the best food product on the market, 
and secondly, the cooperation of The 


breeder. 
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American Guernsey Cattle Club and 
GOLDEN GUERNSEY, INC., is of inval- 
uable assistance and gives the business 
a touch of dignity and glamour. 

There are several vital essentials. 
First, you must make a good quality of 
milk. It must be good every day in 
the year. See to it that your GOLDEN 
GUERNSEY milk is the best milk in 
your city by a wide margin and always 
keep it that way. That requires a 
healthy herd, the utmost in sanitation, 
and superb management. Second, one 
must be a student of human psychol- 
ogy and be able to tune in with the 
thinking of the housewives. For- 
tunately, from the beginning, we have 
always been short of milk and have 
had a waiting list. Today we have 
over two hundred excellent families on 
our waiting list. People who call up 
for GOLDEN GUERNSEY products and 
are told that there isn’t enough to go 
around and that they will be placed on 
the waiting list certainly become more 
staple and more appreciative custom- 
ers when they are finally being served. 
They do a lot of favorable advertising 
and are loyal customers who stay with 
you. Westill serve some of the origi- 
nal users who started 20 years ago. 
There is truth to the old saying that 
“the only way you lose a GOLDEN 
GUERNSEY milk customer is when they 
die or move away.”” If your quality is 
always good and the service right, the 
public soon learns of and values the ex- 
cellent quality of GOLDEN GUERNSEY. 

After leaving college, I did extension 
work as County Agent and Agricul- 
turist for the Burlington Railroad. 
I had many intimate contacts with 
breeders of all kinds of livestock. I 
soon became disillusioned and later 
alarmed at thehigh fatality in the breed- 
ing business. I began to wonder if it 
was possible for a man of modest 
means to build a pure bred herd and 
survive the hazards. 

To any beginner who may have 
doubts, I can now answer that ques- 
tion with an enthusiastic YES. Our 
greatest satisfaction has come in prov- 
ing to ourselves that a good herd of 
Guernseys, well managed, will pay for 
themselves, pay for the needed land 
and equipment, provide an adequate 
living and education for the family and 
build a surplus for retirement. 

To succeed as a breeder and make a 


contribution to breed improvement 
doesn’t require a large herd or an ex- 
pensive plant. Anyone with a small 
herd and modest layout who develops 
a good herd of cattle, that have had 
value added with the right type and 
substantial breeding, and that are cap- 
able of producing an average of 400 to 
450 lbs. butter fat per year over a long 
period of time, will be abundantly re- 
warded with profit and satisfaction. 
I wish to close with the following 
anonymous lines: 
Some fellows start right in a rut, 
While others head the throng. 
All men may be born equal, 
But they don’t stay that way long. 
There is many a man with a gallant 
air 
That goes galloping to the fray, 
But the valuable man is the man 
who is there 
When the smoke has all cleared way. 
Some persons don’t get much out of

F RANK LE PATOUREL, La Ramee, 
West Grove, Pa., has received several 
letters from friends and relatives since 
the liberation of the Guernsey Islands. 
Excerpts from these letters are of con- 
siderable interest to the breeders. 

We have gleaned every summer so as 
to have a little flour and we managed 
to buy, a little wheat as well. H--— 
had a coffee grinder so we ground 
wheat; we grew sweet corn as well, 
dried it and made a porridge f« « break- 
fast. 

Black market has been a feature over 
here, ridiculous prices have been paid 
at sales and privately, for example one 
nutmeg for 8 shillings, tea 21 pounds 
per pound, potatoes 30 pounds per 
hundred pounds, tobacco 40 pounds 
per ounce. 

We have been eight weeks with a 
wéekly allowance of half pint of skim- 
med milk so you can realise how the 
population has fared. We had a won- 
derful crop of potatoes and if they had 
not been taken away the population 
would have had a ration all the time. 
There has been no ration since Christ- 
mas. The people who did not grow 
any or were unable to buy some secret- 
ly, or had theirs stolen, have practically 
starved this winter as all they had were 
rootsand broccoli leaves as the Germans 
sneaked the hearts. When we had no 
bread for three weeks we managed to 
find potatoes to help along. We had 
two slices of bread each day and rusk 
which we had issued a year ago but 
had always managed to keep them for 
emergency, others had eaten theirs. 

Many people have suffered through 
sheer laziness, they preferred sports 
and acting to growing food stuffs. 

Have missed fish a lot. The Ger- 
mans claimed more than half of it. I 
would queue up for hours and come 
away without any and it was a rush 
home wondering what we could have 
for dinner. 

See on London paper ‘‘Sketch”’ that 
we have been eating cats and dogs, but 
that is not true. Jerrys did that, they 
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even stole condemned meat and have 
practically cleared the beaches of lim- 
pets. 

The Germans have been so short of 
food this winter that there were con- 
tinuous robberies, homes were entered 
and emptied while occupants slept. 
We had a robbery winter before last, 
we lost tinned goods, needles, cotton, 
fountain pens, scissors, shoes, cigar 
lighter, etc., the thieves even smoked 
cigarettes in our front hall and we never 
heard them. After that, we kept our 
food upstairs. 

All pets had to be closely watched or 
they went in the stewpot. 

Cows, pigs, goats, rabbits and hens 
disappeared, were even killed on the 
premises during the night. H—— 
lost one heifer, two calves this way 
just two weeks before V-day. Some 
people brought their pigs, rabbits and 
fowls in the house at night. 

The town folks have had a very hard 
time last winter. Our fuel ration was 
100 Ibs. wet logs per month, no coal, 
so cummunal ovens were opened at 
various places. No ration of potatoes 
since December, other vegetables ra- 
tioned. Potatoes and dried beans 
were commandeered by Germans. Be- 
fore our third Red Cross parcel arrived 
we were three weeks without bread, 
then when the Red Cross flour arrived 
we had pure white bread and are still 
having same; our bread ration has gone 
up this week to 8 Ibs. and not at all too 
much for folk who have nothing else. 


We three have not fared too bad for 
we always had plenty of vegetables and 
potatoes in the garden, but when V- 
day really came we lost our appetites, 
the relief and excitement was so great. 


M—— has been on night duty 
guarding our Red Cross flour for the 
last month. Never was a ship more 
welcome than the VEGA, as without 
her many of us would be dead and 
many have died of malnutrition. 

What a treat to be able to eat with- 
out always thinking “should I keep it 
in case I need it more later on.” 


We have indeed been fortunate to 
have our homes intact (our family) as 
some folks have lost all their furniture 
and the house is in filthy condition. 
Some folks were allowed to remove all 
their furniture when the houses were 
requisitioned, others had to leave 
everything there, just allowed to take 
personal belongings and some houses 
have been demolished altogether as 
they were in the way of the guns. 

We still have our car. We have our 
wireless set, we handed it in the first 
time and then we had it returned, and 
after a while they were recalled and we 
decided to keep it and risk imprison- 
ment. We had our electricity back 
May 10, so brought out the wireless 
and it went off like a bird. At first we 
hid it in the barn loft in an old copper 
covered with sacks and pea guards, 
then this winter we decided to move it 
from that hiding place after we had 
been robbed of potatoes, rabbits, etc. 
We brought it to the house and put it 
in the attic in sort of unfinished cup- 
board under the eaves and as the open- 
ing was papered over we just slit it, re- 
moved the door and there was just 
enough room for it. 

What a day this has been, (Libera- 
tion day, May 9), all our cares and wor- 
ries seem to have disappeared and my 
what a time it has been, but we ought 
to be thankful we have not been treat- 
ed same as other occupied countries, 
no cruelties, just restrictions and taking 
our food. 

What a treat it is to see the Jerries 
now cleaning up their dirt. As for 
sanitation they don’t know the mean- 
ing of the word as every place they oc- 
cupied is just full and overflowing with 
sewerage, most lavatories in houses 
were dismantled and some contraption 
made outdoors. I am sure this winter 
the soldiers wished they had had the 
Guernsey butter they used to grease 
their boots when first they were here, 
and it was nothing for them when fry- 
ing to use one pound of butter. 
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Y good friend, Ex-Professor 

Gus A. Bowling of West Vir- 

ginia University, took a part- 
ing kick at college dairy herds in an 
article titled ““An American Tragedy 
—The College Dairy Herd”. His 
criticism carried no bill of particulars 
but was couched in very general 
terms; e.g., ‘‘a poll taken to deter- 
mine the outstanding herd of dairy 
cattle in each of the 48 states would 
possibly nominate less than a half- 
dozen college herds”. If six college 
herds out of 48 won this distinction, 
it would be a very much higher pro- 
portion than the remaining leading 
herds divided among many thous- 
ands of breeders. 

We can only speak accurately for 
our own herds at the Massachusetts 
State College. The table below shows 
their performance and type in 1944. 

No doubt these are higher breed 
averages than would be found at some 
colleges and lower than would be 
found at others. What the general 
averages for all breeds in college dairy 
barns would be, we do not know, but 
our feeling is that it would be above 
the general average of the breeds. 

We can get a little light on the sit- 
uation from published records. Vol. 
15 of the Red Book of the Holstein 
breed lists 35 college and experiment 
station herds which average 11950 
pounds of 3.52 per cent milk, or 42 
pounds of butter fat. (The herd 
which Ex-Professor Bowling had 
charge of averaged 11103—4.1—455 
pounds fat—not too bad.) The first 
combined volume (1942) of Produc- 
tion Testing and Type Classification 
of Jersey Cows lists 37 college and 
experiment station herds which av- 
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erage 6732 pounds of 5.25 per cent 
milk, or 353 pounds of butter fat. 
(Bowling’s West Virginia University 
herd 8530—5.38—459 pounds fat— 
again not too bad.) The above fig- 
ures probably include various num- 
bers of milkings per day and are not 
standardized to a mature equivalent 
basis. In the last testing year Ayr- 
shires in 19 college herds averaged 
8441 pounds of milk with a 4.07 test, 
or 343 pounds of butter fat on a ma- 
ture equivalent basis and for the five 
years previous to 1944, the West Vir- 
ginia University herd averaged over 
10000 pounds of milk and about a 
4.2 test. All the above figures deal 
with small college herds, the Hol- 
steins averaging 19 cows per herd, the 
Jerseys 15, and the Ayrshires 13. We 
do not know, but we rather think 
that college herds have won their 
propoftionate share of progressive 
and constructive breeder awards and 
in the last Honor Roll story in the 
Holstein-Friesian World of July 7, 
1945, college cows accounted for 7.5 
per cent of the points awarded in the 
whole country, perhaps more than 
their proportionate share in terms of 
relative numbers. 

Perhaps Gus will rejoin that they 


would have done even better had 
they been larger herds of only one 
breed—maybe so—but there are other 
considerations which we will say a 
word about later. 

The main point made by Mr. Bowl- 
ing is that college dairy herds have 
made much greater contributions to 
nutritional than they have to breeding 
knowledge. This can readily be ad- 
mitted. The reasons are not far to 
seek. They are concerned with the 
principles involved and the time re- 
quired. No one would argue that 
the principles underlying nutrition 
are simple per se, but in comparison 
with the principles underlying breed- 
ing, they are relatively so. The 
science of nutrition has the advan- 
tage in that it deals chiefly with tan- 
gible entities that can be weighed and 
measured, and controlled in some 
measure at least. 

But in the field of breeding the 
story is vastly different. Here we are 
dealing with genes. We cannot 
handle them directly—they come in 
packages of a few or a hundred or 
more—they may mutate or vary be- 
cause of unknown dominant, reces- 
sive or epistatic relations—the pack- 
ages of genes, (chromosomes) assort

independently into billions of com- 
binations while the possible number 
of offspring is always limited—there 
is no way to know before hand (or 
perhaps behind hand) how they will 
nick—it is exceedingly difficult or 
impossible to control the environ- 
ment from conception to full maturi- 
ty—it is difficult or impossible to sep- 
arate the genetic from the environ- 
mental differences and to learn very 
much, one experiment may have to 
run over three or four generations, 
12 to 16 years. In the light of the 
above, it should surprise no one that 


nutritional knowledge has advanced — 


faster than breeding knowledge. Yet 
in spite of the difficulties inherent in 
breeding, we have made rather re- 
markable progress and the progress 


can now be greatly speeded if (1)’ 


breeders will secure more complete 
records on their animals and analyze 
them in terms of known genetic prin- 
ciples so that their selection of fe- 
males for breeding may be given a 
sounder underpinning and if (2) 
breed associations will gather, analyze 
and publish unselected data on males 
so that the chance for error in select- 
ing bulls can bereduced to aminimum. 

Larger herds in college barns would 
not be of any great help in analyzing 
female lines and their contribution in 
proving sires is infinitesimal in com- 
parison with the dawning possibili- 
ties inherent in the use of bulls in 
artificial breeding units. 

It is obvious that if an Experiment 
Station is to carry on research in breed- 
ing, they will need as large a herd as 
can be provided. We have no quarrel 
with this. The question would then 
seem to boil itself down to whether 
- the college herd exists for teaching or 
for experimental purposes. If the pur- 
pose is experimental breeding, then a 
large herd is no doubt advantageous. 
If the purpose is teaching, then there 
would seem to be a great deal to be 
said for small herds. 

Two reasons are suggested by Mr. 
Bowling as to why colleges cannot 
breed good cattle—(1) they have too 
few animals in each breed, (2) they 
can’t sample bulls. We do not know 
how many animals of each breed 
other colleges maintain, but here we 
try to keep about 15 to 17 milking 
cows of the four breeds shown in 
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Table 1. To keep the four breeds 
producing and looking well is not 
easy. We have made our mistakes in 
selecting bulls (and will probably 
make more). One breed may be at 
the top for a few years (good bull or 
two) then another will supplant it, 
etc. If we had 60 animals of one 
breed, we do not feel that their aver- 
age would be much better than it is 
now, there would still be good ones 
and poor ones. 

Now that artificial insemination is 
making such rapid headway, the sec- 
ond problem will perhaps disappear 
—college dairy herds will use artifi- 
cial breeding. 

The first problem, too few numbers 
in a breed, is exactly the same prob- 
lem which the great majority of 
breeders face, since the average herd 
probably contains from 10 to 20 
cows. In other words, with the 
small numbers we can give our stu- 
dents experience in solving the iden- 
tical problems which they will face 
when they graduate to their own 
herds. College farms and livestock 
have often been criticized for being 
artificial and far removed from the 
actuality of the average breeder and 
farmer. Having a very large herd of 
one breed will make them that much 
more artificial to the average student 
and breeder. The point is also made 
that colleges have to work with limi- 
ted funds in securing all the bulls 
necessary. So, too, does the average 
breeder. 

As a substitute for the present ar- 
rangement, Mr. Bowling suggests re- 
ducing the number of animals in 
some breeds to ‘‘display groups of 
five or six real top cows.’’ Again, 
this is an artificial arrangement— 
peor ones are still being born in all 
the breeds. 

Another suggestion is for colleges 
to use “the great accumulation of 
production records that have been 
gathered by the (breed) organizations 
for the past 30 years. By parallel- 
ing the departments’ breeding pro- 
gram with the analysis of the breed 
orgarization’s records, many years 
can be clipped off the time required 
to develop and test a theory.’” Most 
of us have probably been trying to 
use this data in our breeding pro- 
gtams,but in general, its value is very 


questionable because of the highly 
selective nature of the data. Only 
one or two breeds now supply us 
with relatively unselected data—the 
only sort worth using and it should 
secure more wide study and usage. 
Yet some breeds have promotional 
schemes which are at variance with 
their own recorded data. 

Mr. Bowling makes the further 
point, “It has long been recognized 
that the breeding of cattle, as an art, 
has been brought to its highest state 
of perfection when handed down as 
a heritage from one generation to 
another. The personnel of dairy 
husbandry departments must realize 
that the breeding of cattle, as a 
science, is also a long-time enter- 
prise and that the best in research in 
this field will not be brought out 
until it, too, is considered as a heri- 
tage that must be built on sound 
theory and then passed on without 
interruption from associate to asso- 
ciate just as the great breeding herds 
should be passed on from father to 
son from generation to generation.” 
No one can find fault with this stipu- 
lation but is it not already in opera- 
tion? Gus Bowling’s own good 
work in breeding cattle at West Vir- 
ginia University will live on now that 
Gus has left his “ivory tower.’’ His 
successor just automatically starts 
where Gus left off, unless Gus had 
some breeding magic which he lug- 
ged away when he left. 

One of the greatest objections to 
reducing college herds to one breed is 
perhaps the psychological effect on 
the breeders interested in the breeds 
which would be eliminated. That 
they would howl to high heaven (and 
in most instances prevent the reduc- 
tion) is a foregone conclusion. State 
colleges are obligated to serve all the 
people of the state—not a selected 
few. On what fair and rational basis 
is the Dairy Department Head to 
make his choice? There is the fur- 
ther point, this time pedagogical, 
that the college student who is in- 
terested in dairy cattle breeding would 
inevitably be subject to bias in favor 
of the breed chosen by the institu- 
tion which he attends. At all costs, 
education must be unbiased and free 
from indoctrination. The main pur- 
pose of education (we always sup- 
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posed) is to teach how to think not 
what to think—to give training in 
reaching rational decisions on the 
basis of a fair presentation of all the 
evidence available. Having repre- 
sentative small herds of several breeds 
with their inevitable ups and downs 
would seem to fill educational needs 
much better than even a better large 
herd of one breed could possibly hope 
to do. 

Mr. Bowling makes the very ex- 
cellent suggestion that all state in- 
stitution farms (penal and charitable) 
should be brought under unified con- 
trol and thus serve as materials for 
breeding research, probably in one or 
two breeds. This has been done in 
some states (Michigan and Wiscon- 
sin for example) and should be done 
in all 48 states. 

Mr. Bowling says that representa- 
tive herds of most of the breeds are 
within easy access of students by col- 
lege bus and could be used for judg- 
ing work. This is now done to some 
extent by most men who train judg- 
ing teams. It generally involves a 


group of 10 to 15 junior or senior - 


students, the tops who are being 
trained for Intercollegiate Judging 
Contests. Most breeders are very 
cooperative in this venture. But 
how would they feel if we swooped 
down on them with 50 to 100 fresh- 
men and how about the time invol- 
ved,. the transportation, and its cost? 
With our small college herds we can 
figure out many good classes for 
judging and the spade work for 
building judges can be done very 
conveniently. If we had only a 
‘‘small display group’’ of most of the 
breeds (four to six animals), we would 
get one or two classes for judging 
and then we'd be all through with 
them for a year or two so far as judg- 
ing practice is concerned. 

Since, therefore, it is apparent that 
keeping three or four breeds in Col- 
lege herds can provide fuller teach- 
ing and demonstration experience for 
students and small breeders; that 
these smaller herds are more typical 
of what students will face on gradua- 
tion; that bull selection problems 
will be eased through artificial breed- 
ing associations, and that proper or- 
ganization of state institution herds 
can better provide the means for 
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further implementing constructive 
breeding research together with those 
now available in the U. S. D. A. ex- 
perimental and regional animal breed- 
ing laboratories, and the many large 
private herds now so used, we feel 
that although large herds of one 
breed would have certain advantages, 
the scales are still weighted consider- 
ably in favor of small herds of sev- 


eral breeds so far as colleg: dairy 
herds are concerned. 


When compared with large, highly 
selected, multi-millionaire herds of 
one breed, college herds may appear 


to some to be tragic. In terms of 


the average run of breeders, college 


herds by and large, we think, have no 
cause for shame. 


Green Grove Dispersal 


Tue most valuable example of the 
importance of a good foundation 
female in a herd was demonstrated in 
the Green Grove Guernsey Dispersal 
Sale held at the farm of the owner, 
Roland Seely, at Nescopeck, Pa., on 
July 19. Mr. Seely’s herd consisted 
of 30 femaleseand one bull. Practi- 
cally all of them traced back to the 
foundation cow, Hody of Green 
Grove, which was lot two in the sale. 
At 12 years of age she was the center 
of attraction, showing splendid con- 
stitution, and was ready to drop a 
calf a few days after the sale. ‘“‘Hody”’ 
had a C. T. A. record of 10653 Ibs. of 
milk and 520.7 Ibs. of fat as a two- 
year-old in 325 days and a lifetime 
record in nine years, 305 days, of 
102732 Ibs. of milk and 5222 Ibs. of 
fat. She was purchased by Lloyd 
Eroh, Wapwallopen, Pa., for $370. 
Her daughter, Hardy of Green Grove, 
9986 lbs. of milk and 526.2 Ibs. of fat, 
330 days, C. T. A., topped the sale at 
$510 and was purchased by Dagostin 
Brothers, Sugarloaf, Pa. 

The 31 head in the Green Grove 
herd sold for a total of $8,885, or an 
average of $286.61, while the entire 
consignment of 36 head sold for 
$10,150, an average of $281.94. Ad- 
ditional consignments came from

For the third year in succession, C. 
D. Marlo and Louis Pellegrini were the 
hosts at their Repelmar Farm, Ver- 
sailles, Mo., on June 23 to a type school 
sponsored by the Western Missouri G.

Oregon and Utah 
Tours 


Too obtain first-hand information te- 
garding the thinking of the Guernsey 
breeders and to better acquaint them 
with the home office, Karl B. Musser, 
secretary of The American Guernsey 
Cattle Club, visited and met with the 
breeders of Oregon and Utah during 
the latter part of June and forepart of 
July. 

Officers of the Oregon G. B. A., con- 
sisting of the president, C. A. Smith, 
Cloverhill Guernsey Farm, Medford, 
and secretary, Charles A. Evans, Salem, 
with their directors, planned the meet- 
ings with the various local groups. The 
first meeting was held at Grants Pass, 
where the Josephine County breeders 
planned a tour of the herds cooperat- 
ing together in the breeding associa- 
tion. Four of the herds “were visited 
as follows: W. A. Johnson & Sons, Ben 
Nelson & Son, E. F. Calhoun and Ever- 
ett Robinson. This association has 
been operating for about six years and 
today, instead of each herd of about 60 
cows being bred differently, the breed- 
ers have their herds almost like one big 
herd of some 300 pure breed cattle. 
This was a great demonsttation of 
what can be accomplished cooperative- 
ly when a sound, carefully planned, 
breeding program is followed. 


At noon a luncheon was served by 
the Redwood Grange, when Mr. Mus- 
ser discussed the activities of The 
American Guernsey Cattle Club. Over 
60 breeders and their families attended 
the tour and luncheon. 
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The second meeting in Oregon was 
a luncheon meeting in the Marion 
Hotel, Salem. Over 90 attended from 
Oregon, with a few visitors from Wash- 
ington, including B. Royce, Vancouv- 
er, president of the Washington Guern- 
sey Cattle Club, and James Padden, 
Vancouver, past president of the Club. 

Every section of the state was well 
represented at these two meetings and 
interest was very high, showing a de- 
sire to further promote the Guernsey 
breed in this fast developing state. 
Harold Ewalt, Assistant Extension 
Dairyman, and C. A. Smith, state pres- 
ident, toured the state with Mr. Mus- 
ser and Elmer J. Meadows, field repre- 
sentative of The American Guernsey 
Cattle Club. 

In Utah one meeting was planned 
by the state officers cooperating with 
the Cloverleaf and Arden Dairies of 
Salt Lake City, distributors of GOLDEN 
GUERNSEY milk, and their host for the 
day, Herbert A. Snow. This meeting 
was one of the most unique ever held 
in the state. Mr. and Mrs. Snow had 
everything in readiness at their ranch, 
located east of Salt Lake City at over 
6,000 feet elevation, where they milk 
about 50 pure bred Guernseys. They 
own theherd which many will remember 
as the Hal Bennett herd and which 
Mr. Bennett assembled about six years 
ago, mostly from the State of Wash- 
ington. Mr. Snow had made a few 
additions by purchasing a carload at 
the Pacific Northwest Sale last spring. 

The day was started by judging two 
classes of cows. Prof. George Caine, 
Utah State Agricultural College, and 
Lyman Rich, Extension Dairyman, act- 
ing as judges. A good discussion fol- 
lowed the judging, bringing out many 
interesting observations, mostly by 
Storm McDonald, state secretary, 
Dwight Daines, state president, John 
Wilson and Earl Felts from Ogden 
Valley, and Leland Smith from Woods 
Cross, as well as several others. 

The wonderful luncheon served by 
Mr. and Mrs. Snow was the highlight 
of the day—96 fried chicken dinners in 
all. Never before at one time had we 
seen so much fried chicken; not only 
one service of a half-chicken, but plen- 
ty for a second service for everyone, 
topped off with ice cream and cake. 
The GOLDEN GUERNSEY milk and ice 
cream were furnished by the Clover- 
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leaf Dairy of Salt Lake City. Mr. 
Snow had arranged for George and 
Milton Ross, two of his ranch hands, 
to play and sing western songs for the 
group during the luncheon hour. 
These boys are two of the best to be 
found inthe West. They appear regu- 
larly on a radio broadcast from Salt 
Lake City. 

The program following the lun- 
cheon, presided over by Dwight 
Daines, Logan, president of the Utah 
G. B. A., consisted of short talks, one 
by Ariel Merrill, manager of Clover- 
leaf Dairy, in which he expressed ap- 
preciation for the splendid cooperation 
they had received from the breeders of 
Guernseys producing GOLDEN GUERN- 
sEY milk. In no section of the West 
will there be found more universal ac- 
ceptance of the program than in the 
Salt Lake City area. Practically every 
herd that can qualify is producing for 
either the Cloverleaf Dairy or the Arden 
Dairy. This has been the biggest 


single factor in causing the breed to 


advance so fast in the state. 
Prof. George Caine of the Utah State 
Agricultural College, and Elmer J.

Or vitamin deficiency may be in- 
volved, as may lack of minerals or 
hormones. There may be other causes 
of failure to conceive, but these are 
the more common ones. Let’s con- 
tinue to the next class. 

Irregular heat periods may be due 
merely to poor physical condition of 
the cow. It takes longer for such an 
animal to go through the heat cycle, 
because her body processes are func- 
tioning more slowly. Then there is 
always the chance that the cow may 
have been in heat without being no- 
ticed. She may even be pregnant, for 
there are many instances of pregnant 
cows coming in heat at irregular in- 
tervals. 

A simple definition of a follicle and 
a corpus luteum may be in order here. 
A follicle is a blister-like structure on 
the ovary. It contains the egg, and 
when the blister breaks, the egg is 
released into the uterine tube. Nor- 
mally, an ovum is released at the end 
of each heat period. A corpus luteum, 
or “yellow body,” is the scar that is 
formed on the ovary at the point where 
the follicle ruptures. It remains 
through most of pregnancy, and 
usually serves to prevent the cow 
from coming in heat. Expression of 
a corpus luteum in a pregnant cow 
almost invariably results in an abor- 
tion. In the nonpregnant animal, 
these scars slowly regress in size be- 
tween heat periods. 

Examination of an irregular cow 
may show one or more cystic or ab- 
normal follicles on the ovaries. They 
often have the effect of inducing pro- 
longed heat periods. Again, such an 
examination may show a pefsistent 
corpus luteum, one which has not 
regressed normally. Such a structure 
has the effect of preventing heat. 

Another possibility in irregular heat 
periods is the death and absorption 
of the embryo at a very early age, say 
60 to 120 days. Such an occurrence 
may be due to infections like tricho- 
moniasis, or possibly a vitamin C de- 
ficiency. Or such an occurrence may 
be due to the weakness of the sperm 
or ovum that was mentioned earlier. 
In this case, the seeds are strong and 
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well developed enough so that fer- 
tilization might occur, but not strong 
enough to develop into a full-time 
calf. 

On the other hand, the calf may die 
and be expelled at a much later stage. 
Such may be the case with the imper- 
fect seeds or diseases like Bang’s and 
trichomoniasis when they are present. 
These abortions may be unobserved. 
At varying intervals after such an oc- 
currence, of course, the cows will come 
in heat. 

With this group, too, may be other 
causes, but those considered are pro- 
bably the more important ones giving 
rise to irregular heat periods in dairy 
cows. There remains the last group to 
investigate. 

A cow that does not come in heat 
may be pregnant, even though there 
is no record of knowledge of her 
having been bred. The fact that a 
cow was in heat after a previous ser- 
vice is far from proof that she is not 
pregnant. 

Again, an examination may reveal 
the presence of a mummified calf in 
the uterus, or pus or an abscess or a 
tumor in some part of the reproductive 
tract that may indicate non-func- 
tioning genital organs. If pus is pre- 
sent after calving, and before service, 
it is probably a result of inflammation 
of the uterus. If pus appears after 
service, trichomoniasis may be indi- 
cated. 

If none of these factors are respons- 
ible, examination may disclose merely 
a pair of non-functioning ovaries. 
Such a Condition is most likely to be 
found in old, undernourished, or very 
unthrifty animals. Or the ovaries, and 
even parts of the reproductive tract 
may be lacking, as is often the case in 
heifers born twin to a bull. Or the 
trouble may be nothing more com- 
plicated than a persistent corpus lu- 
teum on one of the ovaries. Slow re- 
gression is normal, interrupted re- 
gression will likely cause irregular 
heat periods, but no regression at all 
usually results in failure of the animal 
to come in heat. 

Those, Mr. Dairyman, are a few of 
the common causes of breeding troub- 
les in cows. Often they are found in 
combinations, in which case it may 
be hard to say which is the cause and 
which is a result. Singly, or in com- 


pany, one of these causes may be the 
reason why your cows are having 
trouble securing the professor's stim- 
ulus to milk production.

its great diversity of performance. 

Charles E. Sorensen, Martha’s own- 
er, along with others, became convin- 
ced that they could make the ‘‘Jeep”’ a 
peacetime winner as well as a wartime 
necessity. The engineers went to 
work on the peacetime product and 
kept the same sound engineering prin- 
ciples—a unique balance ‘of power, 
weight, size, four-wheel drive, depend- 
ability and ruggedness. 

Tests were made throughout the 
United States on different Experiment 
Station farms and it was found that the 


Jeep could operate all sorts of agricul- 


tural implements and perform innum- 
erable farm tasks in which stationary 
power is required. 

Improvements in the transmission 
include wider gears, better lubrication 
and larger bearings. In the transfer 
case, a special device has been placed 
between the shift levers, making it 
necessary for the driver to utilize all 


four wheels when in low-low gear ratio. 
This safety measure protects the rear 
axle from overload and saves wear on 
the four-ply tires under conditions 
where four-wheel drive is required. 

At the recent demonstration held at 
Cesor Farms, the universal Jeep opera- 
ted a combine and a binder, baled hay, 
shelled corn, ground corn with a ham- 
mer mill, cultivated, planted, plowed, 
disced, mowed hay, raked, dug post 
holes, hauled the manure spreader, 
sawed wood, sprayed, filled the silo 
and produced the power to operate 
dozens of necessary farm machines. 
It hauled live stock, milk, hay and did 
pick-up jobs, and then took the family 
on a hurry-up trip to town. 

Mr. Sorensen proudly states: ‘“The 
military Jeep has been adapted for 
peacetime service to mankind around 
the clock, around the year and around 
the world.”” Mr. Newlin has develop- 
ed many of the uses to which the Jeep 
can be used on the farm along with the 
development of the ‘““Martha’’ family. 

Cesor Farms and the ‘‘Martha” fam- 
ily will continue, with but one change; 
Albert Kessler, herdsman, will take Mr. 
Newlin’s place as manager, and George 
Newlin has been appointed assistant 
sales manager with the Willys Com- 
pany for the Jeep. He will maintain 
his home on the farm where he can 
keep his interest in Guernseys.
